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Student 
group e-mail 
may violate 
JEC rules

Although Andrew Lewis has not 
yet officially filed his petition of 
candidacy for Student Association 
president, his campaign hit a snag 
Tuesday when a supporter used an 
organization’s e-mail list to solicit 
help for the election. 

Rob Miller, Student Network 
Admissions Program co-chair, used 
the organization’s e-mail distribu- 
tion list to ask members to attend a 
campaign meeting. 

“Avery good friend of mine (and" 
past SNAP* member!) is running for 
Student Association President in 
this Spring’s elections. That 
friend’s name is Andrew Lewis,” 
Miller wrote in the first e-mail 
message 'Tuesday. 

He went on to invite members 
to a meeting at Columbia Plaza on 
Wednesday and suggested they 
invite friends. 

After the first e-mail was sent, 
Miller claimed that he wrote it 
without the knowledge of any 
SNAP member or any member of 
Lewis’ campaign. “I am noticing my 
mistake and I am totally apolo- 
getic,” he said. 

However, in an e-mail sent later 
that night, Miller claimed that the 
first letter was actually SNAP’s 
endorsement of Lewis for presi- 
dent. 

“The intention of the last e-mail 
Was not a personal endorsement 
from Rob Miller. It was an endorse- 
fflent by (SNAP) for Andrew 
Lewis,” Miller wrote in the second 
message. 

Then on Wednesday evening, 
Miller sent another e-mail, this 
hme retracting the endorsement. 

“Historically, the Student 
Network Admissions Program does 
Bot endorse candidates. I sincerely 
apologize to anyone who was 
Wended,” Miller said. “What start- 
ed out as a random act of kindness 
Wrned into an event about which I 
highly embarrassed.” 

Lewis would not comment on 
he retraction, but he had said ear- 
‘or that he was aware of the 

endjjrsement.

Inauguration ignites 
patriotic ceiebration

Cold morning temperatures, 
long coat check lines and crowded 
dance floors did little to prevent 
GW students from enjoying the 
Inaugural festivities Monday. 

GW students joined the more 
than 200,000 people who watched 
President Clinton’s second swear- 
ing-in ceremony on the steps of the 
Capitol Monday morning. Later 
that night, 3,000 people crowded 
into the Marvin Center for GW’s 
own Inaugural Ball. 

The hour-long Inauguration cer- 
emony included speeches, songs 
and poetry celebrating the swear- 
ing-in of the last president of the 
20th century. 

The invocation was offered by 
the Reverend Billy Graham, who 
asked Americans to “give to all our 
leaders the vision of what you 
desire America to become, and the 
wisdom to accomplish it, and the 
strength to cross the bridges into 
the 21st century.” 

Music was an integral part of 
the 53rd Presidential Inaugura- 
tion. The Children of the Gospel: 
The Next Generation Choir per- 
formed, “Let’s Build A Bridge 
Across America,” an original song 
by their director, Ricky Payton Sr. 
“American Medley,” a medley of 
songs about America, was sung by

opera great Jessye Norman. Both 
songs were accompanied by the 
United States Marine Band. 

Poet Miller Williams read a 
poem called “Of History and Hope,” 
written for Clinton’s second 
Inauguration. 

“I thought the entertainment 
was good,” said GW freshman 
onlooker Saila Siva. 

Clinton’s speech, which lasted 
just more than 20 minutes, focused 
on the choices Americans face at 
the beginning of each century. 

“At the dawn of the 21st century, 
a free people must now choose to 
shape the forces of the Information 
Age and the global society, to 
unleash the limitless potential of all 
our people,” Clinton said. 

“We will sustain America’s jour- 
ney. The promise we sought in a 
new land we will find again in a 
land of new promise,” he added. 
Clinton spoke of this land of 
promise as one where “education 
will be every citizen’s most prized 
possession,” schools would be of the 
highest quality and higher educa- 
tion and opportunity would be open 
to all. 

The president later said that 
“we need a new government for a 
new century - humble enough not 
to try to solve all of our problems 
for us, but strong enough to give us 
the tools to solve the problems for 
ourselves.”

The National Institutes of 
Health Federal Credit Union has 
served the GW community since 
1992, but recent court decisions 
threaten future transactions 
between NIH and the University. 

A U.S. District Court decision 
on Oct. 25, 1996, prohibited credit 
unions from enrolling new mem- 
bers or soliciting new groups not 
belonging to the “core” membership 
of their parent organizations. The 
decision would allow the NIH 
Federal Credit Union to enroll only 
National Institutes of Health 
employees. 

However, the credit unions filed 
an appeal at the U.S. Court of 
Appeals and have petitioned the 
Supreme Court to hear their case 
as well. On Dec. 24, 1996, a partial 
stay was granted until the 
Supreme Court decides whether to 
rule on the case. 

The stay allows current NIH 
Federal Credit Union members to 
stay with the organization. 
However, credit unions are not 
allowed to seek new membership 
from people not employed by the 
parent company. 

GW . Vice President and 
'Treasurer Louis Katz said in the 
Jan. 13 issue of The Washington 
Post that the University will con- 
sider a variety of options if the 
Supreme Court rules against the 
credit unions or decides not to hear 


their case at all. One of these 
options is a proposal for GW to 
open its own credit union. 

Charles Barber, an attorney in 
GW’s Office of the General 
Counsel, said he sees the partial 
stay as a “window of opportunity” 
because existing members are pro- 
tected. 

At the center of the issue is a 
dispute between the credit unions 
and the American Bankers 
Administration over the interpre- 
tation of the Federal Credit Union 
Act of 1934. 

According to that act, a credit 
union must have a “common bond” 
such as an occupation, association 
or residence within a certain geo- 
graphic area. This vague language 
has enabled credit unions to 
expand and grow over the years, 
allowing them to draw member- 
ship from a broader community 
than just employees of small busi- 
nesses. 

Credit unions are non-profit 
organizations and only account for 
two percent of the entire market 
share. But for the past seven years, 
the American Bankers 
Administration has brought allega- 
tions to court against credit unions, 
claiming they have overstepped 
their bounds with regard to 
enrolling new members. 

Courts have been on the credi*' 
unions’ side until recently.

Students raise protest 
after registration error

When GW senior Mike 
Harmanos was planning four 
years of classes his freshman 
year, he said he heard of a class 
taught by media superstar Steve 
Roberts entitled, “Political 
Communication in Governance 
and Policy-Making.” 

He knew the class was so pop- 
ular there was no way he could 
register for it until he was a 
senior, so he decided to wait. 

Now it appears he will not be 
able to take the class with 
Roberts for which he has been 
waiting three years because of an 
administrative “human error.” 

Harmanos, a political science 
major, is one of 21 students who 


was automatically dropped from 
the section taught by Roberts on 
Monday nights after the class 
was cross-registered by three 
academic departments. 

Forty-two students registered 
for the class intended for no more 
than 21, and five more were 
waiting to get in. Instead of being 
listed only as a political commu- 
nication class, it was also avail- 
able through the political science 
and journalism departments. 

“I bided my time and waited 
until I could most likely get in ... 
but apparently that’s not the 
case,” Harmanos said. 

Harmanos and three other 
students have filed a complaint 
with the Columbian School of 
Arts and Sciences and hope to

JEC fields precampai^ 
questions at hearing 

The Joint Elections Committee addressed questions and com- 
ments concerning the preliminary rules of this year’s election in a 
public meeting Wednesday night. 

Concerns were raised about requiring a candidate to receive 50 
percent of the vote in order to win the election without a runoff. Some 
students felt that obtaining a 50 percent majority posed a great diffi- 
culty because of multiple candidates. Others defended the rule by cit- 
ing the Student Association constitution. 

Campaign gifts and donations came into question as. well because 
all candidates can only receive ^fts that are “at fair market value.” 
The JEC was asked to define this rule in more specific terms. 

Other issues that were raised included absentee ballots, restric- 
tions on e-mail and rules connected with eligibility of candidates. 

The JEC said it will take the comments made during the meeting 
into consideration and a final version of the rules will be available 
Friday at noon.

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student politicos at GW just don’t seem to understand the meaning of 
“conflict of interest.” Student Association elections haven’t even started, 
but already a student has inappropriately used student group materials 
- in this case, an e-mail list server - to hype his chosen candidate. 

Andrew Lewis, a former member of the Student Network Admissions 
Program, plans to run for SA president. So Rob Miller, a fellow SNAP 
member who happens to be the group’s co-chairmpn, sent an e-mail to 
SNAP’s listserv, inviting members to a campaign meeting. 

For one thing, the Joint Elections Committee rules say such unsolicit- 
ed campaign e-mail is not allowed. The e-mail seemed to thoughtlessly 
assume that every SNAP member wants to support Lewis. 

For another, although it’s a student-run organization, SNAP is affili- 
ated with the Office of Undergraduate Admissions. Even the slightest 
hint that a group affiliated with the administration supports a specific 
candidate is damaging to the political process on campus. 

We understand that the e-mail in question was not an intentional 
attempt to abuse the system, and Miller has apologized. However, at one 
point, he claimed the e-mail was actually the group’s endorsement of 
Lewis - a statement he later retracted. 

Lewis himself says he didn’t know about the e-mail, so he can’t totally 
be blamed. But because he’s made his intentions to run known, he still 
has some responsibility in this. If you plan to run for office on this cam- 
pus, you have to play it straight - and you have to tell your friends that 
if they want to help you out, they have to play it straight,, too. 

In addition, the JEC should not let this go unnoticed. Levying a 
retroactive fine on Lewis after he declares his candidacy would discour- 
age future candidates and their friends from such behavior. Otherwise, 
candidates could break all the rules up until the day the campaign sea- 
son “officially” begins. Official or not, it’s always campaign season on this 
campus.

Why Jones v. Clinton 
should wait ’till 2001 


This week, the Supreme Court 
heard arguments from lawyers on 
behalf of President Clinton and 
Paula Jones. Ms. Jones is suing the 
President for sexual harassment 
and defamation of character origi- 
nating from an alleged incident 
that took place while Clinton was 
governor of Arkansas. The 
Supreme Court must rule whether 
a sitting President should be 
required to answer a civil suit. 

In my opinion, the Supreme 
Court should rule " 
that the President 
need not answer 
such a suit until 
after his term has 
expired in 

January 2001. 

There are three 

reasons for this conclusion. The 
first is that, as Clinton lawyer Bob 
Bennett argued, the President’s 
time is too precious to deal with a 
relatively trivial civil matter. 
Granted, Justice Antonin Scalia 
observed that presidents play golf, 
chop wood and ride horses - but 
these are recreational activities 
that can be dropped at a moment’s 
notice. It would be more difficult to 
get away from court that fast. 

Second, this would set a dubi- 
ous and precarious precedent. If 
the Court rules against the 
President, it could open the door to

a wide variety of civil suits for the 
slightest infraction. In a society 
that is already too willing to file 
lawsuits, the last thing we need is 
to draw the President into the 
mess. 

Finally^ bringing the President 
into court to answer to a civil suit 
will not only publicly embarrass 
the President in personal terms, 
but will embarrass the United 
States before the world and 
demean the office of the presidency. 

The President 

runs the risk of 
appearing to be a 
weakened leader, 
both domestically 
and international- 
ly. This could ini- 

tiate a domino 

effect in terms of policy failures. 

Therefore, for these reasons, 
this lawsuit can and should wait. 
It is not the case this time that 
justice delayed is justice denied. 
’We as Americans have always 
been cautious about making sure 
that nobody is above the law, but 
we should give the sitting 
President a break. He will have 
plenty of time for this when he 
retires in 2001.

Black people do have a 
proud literary and oratory tradi- 
tion and “improper grammar” has 
been a part of it. We will not toler- 
ate anyone telling us the way we 
■ speak or write is wrong or bad. 

I applaud the school system in 
Oakland. They have taken the ini- 
tiative to make sure African- 
American children are prepared to 
be successful into the 21st century. 
Hopefully, more educators will 
look to Oakland as an example for 
encouraging young minds to suc- 
ceed.

Corps, created an HIV awareness 
program as a high school fresh- 
man after her teacher died of 
AIDS. 

According to the program for 
the awards ceremony, Ayotte’s 
community service has included 
tutoring and mentoring young 
D.C. residents, specifically stu- 
dents at the Garnet-Patterson 
Middle School. 

Ayotte said she was iptimidated 
by her ignorance of the D.C. com- 
munity when she first came to GW, 
but she was inspired by her friend 
Jeff Rickerts, also a past recipient 
of the King award.

Stahl is a member of various 
campus organizations. He was a 
founder of the Student Action 
Alliance, the Community Circle 
Service Network and the D.C.

Absenteeism plagues 


ANC commissioners

According to Advisory Neighbor- 
hood Commission 2A Chair Sara 
Maddux, ANC meetings are usually 
associated with “extreme weather,” 
but it seems extreme behavior may 
be more appropriate as the board 
was forced to cancel yet another 
meeting after three of the six com- 
missioners failed to attend. 

“It’s another adventure with the 
ANC,” Maddux said. 

Four commissioners are required 
to have a quorum in order to conduct 
oicial business, but Commissioners 
Dorothy Miller, Maria lyier and 
Bernard Mozer did not attend the 
Jan. 16 meeting. 

In the past, lyier and Miller 
have complained they were not 
I given proper notice for the meetings 
and have left in protest. Maddux, 
however, said plenty of notice was 
given to all commissioners, and 
signs were posted throughout Foggy 
Bottom. She added that voters can 
demand recall elections if they think 
they are not being represented by 
their commissioners. 

Maddux planned for the board to 
appoint a new chairperson from 
within the group at the meeting, but 
could not conduct any official busi- 
ness in the absence of a quorum, 

“That will be something that the 
new commission, fully constituted, 
can take under consideration,” she 
said, Maddux was visibly distressed 
by having to cancel yet another 
meeting. 

They (the absent commission- 
ers) are shirking their duties,” 
Maddux said. “They’ve been elected 
to appear, they’ve been elected to 
represent, they’ve been .elected to 
cooperate and that is what they 
should be doing.” 

Tyier and Miller historically have

been ornery members, and Maddux 
said their failure to show is because 
of a “personal agenda.” 

Maddux said there is nothing she 
or the ANC can do to force commis- 
sioners to attend meetings, but she 
said voters within each ANC district 
can ask the city for a recall election. 

ANC Vice Chair Jean Swift said 
the inside politics of the ANC has 
left a bad taste in the mouth of the 
community and reflected badly on 
both Foggy Bottom and the commis- 
sion. 

“The community has suffered, 
the perception of the representa- 
tions of we commissioners has suf- 
fered, and that makes us look inef- 
fective,” Swift said. 

In other business, Maddux 
announced that the National 
Capital Planning Commission 
rejected plans submitted by the 
American Red Cross to enlarge its 
building on E Street. Maddux said if 
the building were expanded beyond 
its current size) residents of the 
Statesman and York apartment 
buildings on F Street, would lose 
light and air quality.

Upon her uncle’s death, Isabel inherits a large fortune that enables her 
to realize her dream of a world tour. However, this good fortune is only the 
beginning of a destructive chain of events involving the mysterious 
Madame Merle (Barbara Hershey of Beaches) and the equally dark, if not 
darker, Gilbert Osmond (John Malkovich of In the Line of Fire). 

The film is just as visually affecting as The Piano. Campion brings a 
sensual quality to the story and its characters through crooked and quick 
camera angles. She also keeps true to the time period by combining old 
newsreel film practices with the regular film footage. 

Kidman is brilliant as the independent Isabel Archer. She proves once 
again that she is more than just Tom Cruise's wife. She is a talented actress 
in her own right. The film is also highlighted by the small but bright perfor- 
mance by Gielgud. 

All of these positive aspects do not make up for the fact that the movie 
is too long and tiresome, however. The story is slow and the pace of the 
movie does nothing to draw in the audience. 

This is coupled with Malkovich’s extremely vapid and lifeless perfor- 
mance as Osmond. He plays the same character he did in Dangerous 
Liaisons and In the Line of Fire, and without any improvement. Campion 
was originally considering William Hurt for the part of Osmond and 
Malkovich for Ralph, but changed her mind.

Governing Board backs MC student space 


The Marvin Center Governing Board passed a 
resolution at its meeting Friday supporting student 
organization use of the Marvin Center. 

The resolution, which passed five to three, 
stemmed from complaints that administrative 
offices are moving into offices that were once 
reserved for student groups. 

According to the resolution, which was intro- 
duced by MCGB undergraduate Rep. Rusty Stahl 


(at large), the Governing Board does not support 
“the move, expansion or continued use of the 
Marvin Center by administrative offices.” 

The Governing Board is granted the authority 
by the Vice President for Student and Academic 
Support Services to allot space to student organiza- 
tions.

“(Clinton is) significant in the 
short run for moving the Democratic 
Party to the right,” Ribuffo said. But 
he added that he thinks Clinton’s 
presidency will be “inconsequential 
in the long run.” 

Maltzman said he expects “some 
cooperation between Congress and 
the President,” but that relations 
will “deteriorate to partisan bicker- 
ing in the long term.” 

“It’s easier to cooperate when 
there is no impending election,” 
Maltzman said. 

Johnson added that ethical 
issues will continue to plague 
Chnton’s second term. He said the 
funding controversy involving the 
Democratic National Committee 
“will be a hot issue.” 

He added that the outcome of the 
Supreme Court case involving Paula 
Jones also will be pivotal in terms of 
deciding whether the president cam 
be sued. 

On the foreign policy front, 
Johnson said Clinton’s administra- 
tion will take a more unified 
approach this time. 

“(U.S. foreign policy) depends on 
how Clinton’s nominees for 
Secretary of State, Madeleine 
Albright, and Secretary of Defense, 
William Cohen, get along,” Johnson 
said. 

He added that because Albright 
believes the United States has “the 
responsibility to lead around the 
world,” the United States will be 
less reluctant to be involved in areas 
such as Bosnia. 

The professors predicted 
Clinton’s second term will be 
uneventful overall. 

Maltzman said that because 
“Clinton has set a modest agenda,” 
he expects Clinton will have a “fair 
and reasonable chance of meeting 
expectations.” 

Ribuffo said Clinton will be “a 
perfectly average president in the 
long haul.” 


As President Bill Clinton returns 
to work after the excitement of 
Monday’s Inauguration, Americans 
are looking ahead to his next four 
years in The White House. 

Many GW professors predict that 
Clinton’s second administration will 
get off to a much smoother start 
than his first term did in 1993. 

Dennis Johnson, associate dean 
of the Graduate School of Political 
Management, said Clinton is “final- 
ly over his on-job training amd now 
has an institutional and political 
grasp on the office of the presiden- 
:Cy-” 

I “He’s a bit more experienced, and 
the mistakes (of the first adminis- 
tration) will not characterize his sec- 
] ond term,” said Steven Livingston, 

I acting director of GW’s political com- 
munication program. “This is 
reflected in his selection of staff, 
which has been much smoother.” 

Political science professor 
Forrest Maltzman predicted that 
Clinton ‘Svill try to make his legacy 
by balancing the budget.” 

“Entitlement reform will be 
another big issue, though not one 
that’s easy to solve,” ' Maltzman 
added. 

Johnson said that in addition to 
balancing the budget, Clinton’s 
domestic policies also will involve 
fine-tuning welfare reform and, “if 
he has the wherewithal,” addressing

preliminary competition. After sev- 
eral rounds, each of the eight 
remaining teams submitted two 24- 
page briefs. 

The eight teams were judged by 
local lawyers and judges who 
selected two teams to compete in 
the final competition. 

The case concerned a fictional 
school. Frontier State University, 
which expelled a student accused of 
sending “hate mail” over the 
Internet. The case brought out the 
issues of discrimination, freedom of 
speech and regulation of the 
Internet. 

In the finals, Marybeth A 3 Tes 
and Patricia LaBorde represented 
the petitioner, and Michael J. 
Lewis and David Molot represented 
the respondent. The teams’ briefs 
were sent to the justices for review 
prior to the competition. 

Each side was given 20 minutes 
for its arguments and a brief period 
for rebuttal. 

The participants met with tough 
questions from the justices. “At 
first arguing in front of a Supreme 
Court Justice and the other judges 
was intimidating,” LaBorde said. 
“But then once I was up there I was 
more relaxed.” 

LaBorde also said that the 
judges gave positive feedback. 

After a 25-minute deliberation, 
the judges reached a decision. The 
verdict was in favor of the fictional 
student in the case. 


After announcing the verdict 
the judges gave feedback to thei 
competitors. | 

“This competition was not much 
different from the real thing,’ 
Scalia said. “As a bit of advice, once 
you open your mouth you are at the 
mercy of the court.” 

Currie, a GW alumna, added 
that the students were well pre- 
pared, poised and thought quickly 
on their feet in response to some 
difficult questions. 

“This was a difficult case 
because it was so close, even after 
reading the briefs,” Alito said. “The 
respondents, Molot and Lewis, had 
a much harder case to make.” 

Speaking for Frontier State 
University, Molot said, “The jus- 
tices did an excellent job and didn’t 
show their true opinions.” 

“After arguing the case five or 
six times in previous months this 
competition was a culmination of 
comments from judges as well as 
students that definitely improved 
my argument,” he added. 

“The participants did a fabulous 
job, especially with the difficult 
degree of questions,” Dailey said. 

Ruth Ku, a first year GW Law 
School student, said, “This is a typ- 
ical display of the Socratic method 
used in law classes with the counsel 
and justices constantly conversing.' 

John Donboli, another GW Law 
student, said, “This competition 
was a good education in law.”

The scholarship GW offered to 
lie victim of convicted sex felon 
tichie Parker still stands, but 
diversity officials do not know 
rhether she will apply for admis- 
ion this fall. 

This contradicts a story in the 
an. 9 edition of The Baltimore 
un that said, “-Above all, there’s 
he victim, who reportedly 
witched schools twice, saw her 
rades plummet and isn’t sure 
fhether a scholarship offer from 
ieorge Washington still holds.” 

University officials disagree 
(ith that statement, stating that 
hey are proceeding with the 
dmission process normally. 

“As the University promised, 
iver the summer we forwarded all 
pplications, admissions and 
nancial aid materials to the vic- 
ms’ attorney,” GW Director of 
ublic Affairs Mike Freedman 
aid. “We’re following through with 
lur agreement with her as 
iromised.” 

Parker, a 6-5 high school bas- 
[etball phenom and convicted sex 
elon, visited the GW campus in 
lay 1995 after being turned away 
ly Seton Hall University and the 
Jniversity of Utah. Shortly after 
he visit, GW men’s basketball 
lead coach Mike Jarvis confirmed 
le was recruiting Parker with the 
diversity’s blessing. 

Parker and another student 
lere charged with sodomy for forc- 
ng a 15-year-old female student 
nto performing oral sex in a hall- 
ray of their high school. Parker 
lied guilty to first-degree sexual 
ibuse and received five years’ pro- 
lation. 

In the midst of a firestorm of 
larsh criticism from media, stu- 


dents and alumni, GW announced 
that it was extending a scholarship 
offer to the victim. 

The victim’s civil suit against 
Parker was settled out of court 
after Parker apologized to her in a 
telephone call and pledged an 
undisclosed portion of his future 
earnings to her. After Parker’s 
apology, GW attorney Linda 
Schutjer reached the victim’s attor- 
ney with an offer for a full four- 
year academic scholarship. 

After administrators notified 
Parker that his candidacy for 
admission was no longer being con- 
sidered, they said the victim’s 
scholarship offer would still stand, 
provided she maintained the acad- 
emic performance necessary for 
admission to GW. 

Freedman said GW had not 
received an application from the 
woman, as far as he knew. 
However, this year GW has 
received a record number of appli- 
cations. 

“I have no reason to believe that 
anything is in jeopardy. Nobody’s 
changed their mind about any- 
thing,” Freedman said. “We have 
no decision to make at this point.” 

Parker spent last academic year 
at Mesa Community College in 
Mesa, Ariz. At the end of last year, 
he transferred to Long Island 
University in New York City, where 
he joined the basketball program 
with little criticism or excitement. 
He has had an up-and-down year 
with the Blackbirds. 

The acclaimed Parker is not 
even the leading scorer on the 
team. He is behind Charles Jones, 
who leads the nation with 447 
points in 15 games for an astound- 
ing 29.8 points-per-game average. 

The Blackbirds are in second 
place in the Northeast Conference 
with a 9-6 overall record.

One year after Katie Goldberg- 
er, 18, of Vestal, N.Y., underwent a 
bone marrow transplant, she and 
Leatherberry met at Leather- 
berry’s Ohio home. 

Regulations of the American 
Red Cross Marrow Donor Program, 
which matched Leatherberry’s and 
Goldberger’s marrow, prevent 
donors and patients from meeting 
until a year after the operation. 
Goldberger received the transfu- 
sion on Jan. 5, 1996. 


“The moratorium on personal 
meetings is mostly to protect the 
donor, so you sort of have to accept 
it,” Leatherberry said. “But Katie 
and I were both very pushy and 
wanted to know each other’s iden- 
tities, They let us meet before Jan. 
5 (1997) because she’s doing so 
well.” 

Goldberger was diagnosed with 
leukemia the second week of her 
senior year in high school and 
given only a 10 percent chance to 
live without a transplant. She is 
now in remission, though Leather- 
berry notes that doctors will not 
say she is “cured” until she has 
been in remission for five years. 

“Katie’s doing really well,” 
Leatherberry said. “She graduated 
on time with her class last spring, 
even though she wasn’t able to go

Leatherberry first became 
involved with the marrow donor' 
program during her freshman year' 
at GW at a marrow drive at Hillel, 

A year and a half later, 
Leatherberry learned that her 
marrow had passed preliminary 
tests as a match for Goldberger, a 
varsity basketball and tennis play- 
er. Secondary tests confirmed that 
she was a good match, and the 
marrow “harvest” was done at a 
hospital in Cleveland last winter, 

Only one in 200,000 patients 
find bone marrow matches, 
Leatherberry said that is because 
the number of people registered as 
bone marrow donors is still small. 

The Red Cross operates a hot- 
line for people interested in donat- 
ing marrow. The number, 1-800- 
MARROW2, provides information 
on marrow donation and connects 
interested donors to the program’s 
registry. 

Leatherberry said siblings are 
often good matches, but Goldberg 
er’s 15-year-old brother, Sam, had 
only a 25 percent chance to be a 
successful donor for his sister. 

Goldberger and Leatherberry 
corresponded several times after 
the transplant, but all their letters 
were screened by the Red Cross, 
and they did not know each other’s 
identities until they arranged to 
meet in December. 

Goldberger, her parents and her 
brother flew to Cleveland to meet| 
Leatherberry the day after 
Christmas. The girls’ first meeting 
was highly publicized, a move 
intended to highlight the need for| 
marrow donors. 

“There were four TV crews, a! 
(Cleveland) Plain-Dealer reporter, 
a photographer and a radio crew,' 
Leatherberry said. “One of the TVi 
stations did a live feed from our I 
house. It was surreal.” 

After the Goldbergers spent i 
three days in Ohio, , Leatherberry 
flew back with them to celebrate 
the new year in New York, 
Leatherberry said Goldberger is 
planning a trip to Washington later 
this spring. 

Leatherberry, an English major, 
is back on the Red Cross’ donor reg- 
istry now, a year after Goldberger s 
transplant, and said she would def- 
initely donate again. 

She encourages interests 
donors to register with the Rm

remain in the section taught by Roberts rather 
than attend the same class taught by Terry 
Michaels, a professor who was hired to teach 
the new section. 

Michaels was unavailable for comment. 

Harmanos said he is not necessarily upset 
that he was dropped from the class, but that 
he was dropped while students with fewer 
earned credit hours stayed in the section 
taught by Roberts. 

Professor Steven Livingston, interim direc- 
tor of the political communication program, 
said after Roberts alerted him that he did not 
even have enough seating for his 47 students, 
it was decided by the School of Media and 
Public Affairs to transfer everyone who regis- 
tered for the class after the first 21 students to 
a new section. 

“The key to the success of the class is found 
in the small size of the class,” Livingston said. 
He said SMPA and the dean’s office of CSAS 


decided to “divide the class between two 
prominent and highly regarded professors into 
two sections of 21 students, who ... if they gave 
it time, would be sufficiently happy with both 
classes.” 

Still, Harmanos said taking the class from 
someone other than Roberts would be like 
“putting two Corvettes next to each other that 
looked the same, except one has a Corvette 
engine and the other has the engine of a 
Pinto.” 

“It’s grossly unfair to seniors who have 
waited a number of semesters to take this 
course. A more equitable course could have 
been taken.” 

Roberts, a former senior writer for U.S. 
News and World Report and now a columnist 
for the New York Daily News with his wife 
Cokie (of ABC News), said he is “flattered” by 
the desire to take his class but he is powerless 
to do anything. 

“This is simply too many ... I had kids sit- 
ting on the floor and literally sitting in the 


hallway,” Roberts said. “There’s no way I could 
teach that many. 

“I’m deeply flattered that so many w^mted to 
take my class, and I’m thrilled that it’s a class so 
msmy people find appealing, but to be that way 
it has to be limited.” 

CSAS Associate Dean Norayr 
Khatcheressian said the matter will be han- 
dled by Associate Dean Richard 'Ibllo, who was 
out sick when Harmanos submitted the com- 
plaint. 

Khatcheressian said he did not know the 
procedure for processing such a complaint, but 
said dropping the 21 students was “the most 
equitable way” to handle the situation, since 
no rule exists that seniors have priority for the 
class over other undergraduates. 

“We feel we have been denied our right to 
take this course taught by Mr. Roberts,” 
Harmanos wrote in his complaint, “because of 
the administrative mistake and by the unfair 
selection process of dividing the class.

Fresh women's players contribute

Freshmen in collegiate sports are supposed to be 
bench-warmers, waiting in the wings while the upper- 
classmen hog all the playing time and all the glory. 

And when they actually do get into games, they are 
supposed to be intimidated by the older and more 
experienced players. 

But two freshmen on the GW women’s basketball 
team are proving this stereotype of first-year athletes 
doesn’t always have to be right. Starting shooting 
guard Chasity Myers and back-up point guard Mario 
Egleston are not just playing a lot of minutes, but they 
are also two of the reasons why the Colonial Women 
are riding an eight-game winning streak. 

“Mario and Chasity give me a backcourt I can look 
at and think that we are going to be in great shape at 
those two positions over the next few years,” head 
coach Joe McKeown said. 

Myers is the third-leading scorer and rebounder for 
the team at the shooting guard position, leading GW 
in scoring in a loss to national powerhouse Old 
Dominion Nov. 15 and pouring in 22 points in a win at 
home over Harvard Dec. 21. 

Egleston’s numbers are not quite as impressive as 
her fellow freshman in the backcourt, but her role in 
the Colonial Women’s success has been no less impor- 
tant. When senior Colleen McCrea was sidelined with 
a knee injury at the start of the season, Egleston was 
thrust into the starting position, a tough spot for a 


“Ultimately, you want to come right in and have I 
positive impact on the team,” Egleston said. “It 
hard to come in and start, but I got a lot of playi>'l 
time and a chance to learn from my mistakes.” 

It really has been a trial by fire for Egleston, w 
averages 26.8 minutes a game. Even though she >■' 
coming off the bench, Egleston is averaging more niii> 
utes than both Myers and McCrea. , 

Egleston’s real break-out game came at the start 
the team’s winning streak.

13th-ranked Duke in the Big Four Classic in No 
Carolina sparked the Colonial Women to a 54-48 up 
of the Lady Blue Devils.

Gymnasts invade Bluegrass 
state; fall to #15 Kentucky

The GW gymnaistics team lost its second meet of the season to the 
University of Kentucky Friday night. Overall, GW improved three 
points, but it could not overtake the Kentucky Gym Kats, who are 
ranked 15th in the nation. 

Junior Lisa Gruber said she was happy with GW’s score, especially 
since the team had a number of falls. 

The Colonial Women finished in second place with a score of 190.225, 
while Radford University finished last with 188.1 points. Kentucky 
received a score of 194.30. 

GW juniors Gruber and Alexis Hrynko tied with Kentucky for first in 
the vault with a 9.875.
